DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment was received on 4/9/2010. Claims 2-4, 6-10,15-20 and 23-42 
are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 7, last sentence, filed 4/9/2010, with respect to 
112, 2 nd paragraph have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 2-4, 6-10,15-20 and 23-42 has been withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see page 10 in bold, filed 4/9/2010, with respect to 103(a) 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 2-4, 6-10,15-20 
and 23-42 has been withdrawn. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement filed 5/28/02 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Items L,M,N under Sweldens, Daubechies and De Berg corresponding to the IDS 
of 5/28/02 were not found in the file.
